STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Uftder the Constitution, the representation of the Scheduled Castes 
and the Scheduled Tribes in the Legislature concerned is to correspond, 
MS nearly as may be, to the proportion of their population with the 
total population in a Union territory, a State or the Uriion as the cpse 

may be. 

The reservation as well as the delimitation of i.'onstituencies was to be 
based on the preceding census. But during the Emergency the represcsi- 
f=»tion of States and those of the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled 
Tribes was frozen on the basis of 1971 census by the Constitution (Forty- 
Second Amendment) Act to “penmote” family planning. This policy 
was rejected by the people in 1977. The results of the latest census 
show that the population of the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
increased from 14.62 per cent to 15.71 per cent and 6.82 per cent to 
7.76 par osnt respectively. Because of migrations, the composition of 
the constituencies in States and Urban and rural areas has imdergone 
a change. The freezing of delimitation and reservations for the Scheduled 
Cast<fs and the Scheduled Tribes is a grave injustice. 

'Hiis Bill seeks to amend the Constitution with a view to restoring 
the old position in regard to delimitation, etc.

A Bill fuither to ametid the Constitution of India. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as foUowB:— 

1. This Act may be called the Constitution (Amendment) Act, 198$. 

2. In paragraph 2 of the Tenth Schedule to the Constitution,— 


(a) in the Explanation to sub-paragraph (1) sub-clause (it) of 
clause (b) shall be omitted; 

(b) for sub-paragraph (3) the following sub-paragraph shell

STATEMENT Of OBJECTS AND REASONS 

A member of a House nominated by the President of India, who is 
not a member of any political party on the date of his nomination, can, 
under sub-paragraph (3) of paragraph 2 of the Tenth Schedule to the 
Constitution, join any political party within six months from the date 
on which he takes his seat In the House. This is not in accordance with 
the spirit of the Constitution. The Constitution, therefore, needs to be 
amended to the effect that any person nominated by the President, if he 
is not already a member of any political party, must continue his Inde¬ 
pendent status throughout his term of membership of tlie House. 

This Bill seeks to achieve the aforesaid objective,
